Fidel C astro in Cuba is no less 
a dictato r, with the sam e co n­ 
tem pt fo r dem o cratic pro cesses.

of the Dominican

more thinking than any event of its kind 


since an Italian mob beat Benito Mussolini 


to death and hung him and his mistress 


by their heels in a gas station. That was 


in April 1945. 
Generalissimo 
Rafael 
Leonidas 
Trujillo 
Molina and the former dictator of Italy 
had much in common. Both were little men 
with large power and even larger egos. 
Both thought of themselves as responsible 
to no one but themselves. Both were para­ 
gons of efficiency. 
They made the “ trains run on time.” the 
feat that brought Mussolini to favorable at­ 
tention in his day. Trujillo was admired for 
efficiency, too. Whatever else had to be 
said about these two that was not good, 
they were efficient. .And they kept their 
countries secure against the Communists, 
like Fulgencio Batista in Cuba. 


B IT IT IS those other things that were 
said about Mussolini, Trujillo. Batista and 
even old 
Syngman 
Rhee that ultimately 
loom larger than anything else. They are 
always the same. Men who absolutely cor­ 
rupt themselves with absolute power all look 
the same when the damage has been done 
to their people. 
They became ruthless. They became cruel. 
Their decisions were arbitrary. They lost all 
humility. They disposed of their enemies 
and their potential enemies in job lots 
They resorted 
to 
terror to hold 
their 
power. They bloodied their hands wnth need­ 
less slaughter and darkened their souls wnth 


capricious plots and designs. By all stand­ 
ards of rationality, they turned insane be­ 
cause they were not anwerable to society 
for what they did.

fiscal policies in Washington . . . A ftrong 
independent press should pay its own mailing 
costs as a m atter of sound principle " 
Amen. 
This newspaper wants second-class mail­ 
ing costs to be fairly determined as be­ 
tween newspapers and magazines and wants 
to pay its full share. 


Tt wants no part of the traditional privilege 


of mailing editions free inside the country 


of publication—a privilege now unimportant 


to papers that provide their own daily dis­ 


tribution to the bulk of their subscribers 


And it wants to be identified in no wav, 
shape, or form with any of the squawks 
and protests purporting to represent the 
newspaper industry when congressional com­ 
mittees go through the annual ordeal of 
trying to whittle down the postal deficit by

All it asks is a realistic accounting of all 
Post Office Department costs and a fair 
allocation to various users so each can pay 
what it owes for the federal government's 
services.

n t i l h e was 17 and a senior in high school, Tom 
had been a steady, responsible youngster. 
Then, for no apparent reason, he had suddenly 
begun swearing, smoking, skipping classes, and 
generally making himself disagreeable. Finally, 
Tom got into real trouble: he started a street brawl 
and knocked down a policeman. 
The police remanded Tom to the Youth Guidance 
Authority. The authority, in turn, sent Tom to 
D r Arthur Roth, who is director of the Oakland, 
Calif., Teen-Age Clinic, the nation’s only medical 
clinic designed exclusively to help adolescents. 
H ie boy was suspicious and 
defiant as he 
slumped in a chair beside Dr. Roth’s desk. He ex­ 
pected more blame, more lectures. Instead, Dr. 
Roth chatted casually about the football game 
Tom ’s school had just w’on W ithin a half hour, the 
boy’s churlish attitude had disappeared and he 
was laughing at the doctor’s conversation. 
Then Dr. Roth asked easily, ‘‘Now what’s this 
all about, Tom 0 You've never had a black mark 
until this semester. W hy now 0” 
Tom looked steadily at the doctor for a moment. 
Then he made a decision. He unbuttoned his shirt 
and said unhappily, “ Look.” 
Tom s problem was a familiar one to the doctor. 
His hotly suddenly had begun to grow rapidly and, 
as is quite common among teen-age boys, this 
growth included a swelling of breast tissue Tom 
was bitterly ashamed of what he was certain were 
abnormal swellings, and had to prove to himself 
and the world that he w as very much a man P ro v ­ 
ing took the form of meanness and led to the fight 
with the policeman. 
‘Tom had nobody to explain to him,” Dr. Roth 
recalled, “ that the embarrassing swellings merely 
were a part of growing up and soon would pass. 
In the meanwhile, standing and sitting at military 
attention were dandy solutions.” 
Dr. Roth’s Teen-Age Clinic is geared to explain 
and, if necessary, treat the endless list of physical 
and emotional troubles that plague the adolescent. 


Growing up is a bewildering and frightening ex­ 


perience and all the teen-ager's problems, whether 
real or imaginary, are very important to him 
“ I believe it’s time for adults to stop blaming 
teen-agers and try to understand them,” says Dr. 
Roth “ I have yet to see a youngster I didn't think 
would make an excellent adult if only someone 
would take the time to find out what s bothering 
him and then propose a logical and acceptable 
solution to his problem. 
“ Medical science should be a source of informa­ 
tion about growing up. available to a teen-ager 
when he needs it most—during the process. A teen­ 
ager balks at going to a pediatrician— a baby’s 
doctor— and the adults’ physician has neither the 
time nor the training to find out what’s behind the 
adolescent’s behavior and ailments ” 
More than SOO teen-agers a month visit the nine 
doctors at the clinic. Some are sent by distraught 
high-school principals; others by the Youth G uid­ 
ance Authority. However, most come voluntarily, 
anxious to find peace of mind 
Says Dr. Roth: ‘‘We are general practitioners 
focusing on an age-group that medical science 
heretofore has almost totally neglected. The teen­ 
ager has ail the medical and psychological prob­ 
lems of the adult plus some that are unique."

of you is upset over a temporary “desertion” or any 
other problem that arises, talk it out and try to get 
at the underlying meaning of what’s happening.

Remember that during the honeymoon emotions 
are apt to be an octave higher than normal. Each of 
you should be more sensitive to the moods and 
needs of the other.

They fail to realize that 
the art of marital relations is learned and, as such, 
often requires much time and experience InTore 
a gratifying lev'el of compatibility is realized. 
Many brides are alarmed by their new husband’.s 
ardor and get a distorted idea of what marital rela­ 
tions will be like. If the wife seems reluctant to 
respond, her mate may wonder, “How much does 
she really love me?” Naturally, the convention of 
“love” is paramount in the thoughts of honey­ 
mooners. Since we make a great to-do about being 
lovable, it is one of the components of disappoint­ 
ment in the conjugal union. 
If you’re learning to ski. you expect to fall down, 
laugh at your mistakes, and go on. But in the awk­ 
ward, anxious leaming process of making love, 
reality often does not live up to tlie illusion. If per­ 
fection is not achieved, young lovers are likely to 
have feelings of shame, rage, self-doubt, and fail­ 
ure. Thus, perhaps the most important qualities 
they can cultivate to insure a happy marriage are 
patience and a sense of humor. 
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It may seem incredible these days, hut 
young people—particularly girls who have h u 
tertxi lives—enter marriage lacking know!..

9. Set out a large cooling rack; cover with a clean towel; sift confectioner*' 
sugar generously over towel. 
10. Remove cake from oven. Immediately loosen edges with a sharp knife 
and turn cake onto sugar-covered towel. Remove waxed paper. 
II. Cover cake with a clean towel and another large cooling rack or a 
baking sheet Turn cake right side up. Remove the rack and sugar-covered 
towel. 
12. Roll immediately, beginning at shortest side of cake, by tightly grasping 
nearest edge of towel and quickly pulling it over beyond opposite edge. 
Cake will roll itself as you pull. Wrap cake roll in towel and set on cooling 
rack to cool. 
13. To serve, cut cooled cake into slices and top with whipped cream.
